Bacon, the leader in the struggle for rate 
regulation. 
The 
local 
delegates at the Chicago Convention, R. B. Gelatt, J. P. Fetter and 
P. J. Bott, 
returned yesterday. They attended the ‘rump’ con­ 
vention.” La Crosse Chronicle, Oct. 29, 1905. 
“Both conventions (the regular and the ‘rump’) of the inter­ 
state commerce law league were adjourned 
sine die today without 
any effort at reconciliation. As a consequence 
there will be two 
regularly organized’ bodies, BOTH working IN THE INTEREST 
OF RATE REGULATIONS.”—La Crosse 
Chronicle, 
Oct. 
28, 
1905. 


Here is something worthy of passing thought. The above paragraphs 
appeared in the Morning Organ of the Light Trust, the paper in which 
are printed those illadvised utterances of a pro-trust nature which the as­ 
tute Mr. Gelatt avoids printing in the Evening Organ of the Light Trust. 
The statement that “La Crosse businessmen do not admire the policy 
of Mr. Bacon, etc.,” a policy which prevented 
the parcel of railroad sat­ 
ellites taking control of the legitimate rate 
bill convention, will be as 
amusing aa it is exasperating to the great body of businessmen here whom 
the abqve named “representatives” of the La Crosse board of trade have 
so ably misrepresented. We emphatically say that, without regard to pol­ 
itics or affiliation, the intelligent business element of La Crosse sym­ 
pathises with the heroic fight to control this convention for the purposes 
for which it was called. 
* 
To begin with, let us look at the personnel of the “representatives.” 
R. B. Gelatt, president of the board of trade, promoter of the 
Central 
“deal,” possessor of a “gift” of common stock, president of the 
Central 
Electric company, promoter of the People’s Gas company, publisher of the 
Evening Organ of the Light Trust and all round “financier,” is the leading 
figure. 
“Pete” Bott, owner of Light Trust stock, the man who said to busi­ 
nessmen who dared protest against being sold out in the Central “deal” 
that, “W ell give ’em all they want,”—he also 
“represented” La Crosse. 


When it comes to representing “popular thought” (we say it with all de­ 
ference to our sensitive friend) “Pete” Bott is a “peach.” Just what to 
say of Mr. Fetter’s connection with the “representation” we do not know. 
He was there. 


This rate commission was not S matter of polities. True, President 
Roosevelt is a republican, but his stand on the rate question is endorsed 
by the anti-monopoly element of all parties, and the president was per­ 
sonally congratulated upon his position by no less true democrat than 
William Jennings Bryan. It was a matter of concern to the 
people, 
and was worthy the support of La Crosse among whose businessmen 
are many who daily pay the fiddler who furnishes the music for 
the 
Rockfeller-Armour high finance ball at which the people must dance their 
legs off and be damned. It was conceived by men who wanted intel­ 
ligent railroad supervision. To block it, the railroads hurled their paid 
or “interested” delegates at Chicago to seize and dominate the convention. 
To backfire this plan, Mr. Bacon provided that to be accredited, 
del­ 
egates must subscribe to the position of Theodore Roosevelt that law 
should be passed giving the interstate commerce commission power to 
“act” as well as to “recommend.” 


That is the proposition to which the La Crosse misrepresentatives de­ 
clined to subscribe. Were they for rate regulation? Look at their af- 
filiations and their “interests,” and say whether they might not have been 
depended upon as “lumpers” before they ever left La Crosse. The other 
day one of them made in his newspaper an attack on the Milwaukee 
grand jury as a (La Follette) “political” organization. At least two of them 
lumpers” by nature! “Rumpers by affiliation and mental training! “Rump- 
ers” by everything but their obligation to the people of this community 
whose purposes they so thoughtfully ignored. 
What will the “administration” republicans and the “fair-minded” dem­ 
ocrats and all honest republicans and democrats say to th is repudiation 
in Chicago of the things for which this state has fought and won and 
>ecome famous? What will Hon. John J. Esch say to the betrayal of the 
popular cause which he is representing in congress and the support given 
by these La Crosse men to the “rump” convention one of the dominant 
figures of which is that same railroad-satellite, John R. Rathom, who so 
recently published over his signature a vituperous attack upon the Esch- 
Townsend bill? 
In his interview in the Morning Organ, Mr. Gelatt said with his usual 
caution, “I hardly know what to think of the convention.” He is waiting 
to see what way the wind of public sentiment is blowing before thinking 
what he is going to think. But the business people of La Crosse are not 
at a loss concerning what to think of their esteemed “rumpers.” 


And now it may be worth while to inquire what this “rump” conven­ 
tion did “in the . interest of rate regulation.” It began by eulogizing Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt, of whom it said in its resolutions that it had “an unques­ 
tioning faith in his wisdom, integrity and high purpose,” and “an apprecia­ 
tion of his influence which permeates every branch of government, every 
indutry and all developments of the entire nation.” 
One would think that this “appreciation” would 
have 
made 
the 
“rumpers” consider him a good man to tie to. But let us see what they 
say next. The “rumpers” further “resolve” that they are “unalterably op­ 
posed to conferring upon the interstate commerce commission the power 
to adjust freight rates.” 
Roosevelt said that a law giving the interstate commerce commission 
power to regulate freight rates was “the most important demand upon 
congress.” 
The “rumpers” said they had “unquestioning faith in his wisdom, in­ 
tegrity and high purpose,” and “an appreciation of his influence which 
permeates, etc.” 
And in the next breath the “rumperi” said they were “unalterably op­ 
posed” to the very thing which Roo se vet said was “the most important 
thing” in coming legislation. 
And it was to that “rump” convention, composed mostly of railroad sat­ 
ellites, rebate-takers and special privilege men, 
that 
Mr. 
Gelatt and 
Mr. Bott and the other gentleman bolted headlong from the convention 
of representatives of the real business intereits of this country that are 
being trampled upon by unjust traffic conditions. 
And even at that, if they had stood up to the rack and said that they’d 
“give ’em all they want,” or that “they” could “walk up to the captain’s 
office and skin their weasels,” instead of “not knowing what to think,” 
the incident would not have been so typical of the “leading citizen” ele­ 
ment of the La Crosse board of trade.

It has been the custom of the paper sometimes known hereabout as 
“The La Crosse Leader-Press” to boast of its Saturday advertising as 
compared with that of The Tribune. It has said little about advertising 
on other days for the reason that The Tribune very

more advertising on other days than Saturday than does 
the 
Leader- 
Press. But of late, even the 1-7-th-of-the-week advantage has been wrested 
from the Evening Organ of the Light Trust. Take last Saturday as an 
example. The comparison is shown in the following table:

Tribune is barred by law from accepting. The Organ’s excess of foreign 
matter is due to an arbitrary rule of foreign advertisers not to heavily 
patronize new papers until at least two years old. (The Tribune is one year 
and five months old). 
Ft is also worthy of mention that there were two large 
advertise- 
ments in the Leader-Press from stores or “interests” the managers of 
which are so heavily interested in light stock as to influence them to ha­ 
bitually withhold their business from The Tribune at the risk of biting 
off their noses to spite their faces. 
If the seven 
columns 
thus 
contributed to the Leader-Press and denied The Tribune were deducted, 
it would leave the Evening Organ with but 16 columns of local advertis­ 
ing on the day of its weekly boasting, the balance showing The Tribune 


i i columns to the good, instead of 4%. 
We also desire to mention the fact that in the schedule of advertising 
here credited to the Leader-Press, there were five advertisements headed 
respectively “Marvlous Whirling Spary,” “Penn-Pills ” 
“J. 
P. Weak­ 
nesses,” “Ladies’ Compound,” “Big G,” concerning the character of which 
no defining comment is necessary; they are indecent and The Tribune de­ 
clines to take them at any price because it believes it owes it to its pa­ 
trons not to send such putrid stuff into their homes for their women and 
children to read. Had these been eliminated, as they should be, the score 
would be still heavier against the Evening Organ. 
All of which goes to show that the merchants of La Crosse believe 
in The Tribune, know it leads in circulation, get results from patroniz­ 
ing it. That nearly twice as many La Crosse people advertised with us 
Saturday as advertised with the Leader-Press indicates that the Organ of 
Common Stock has got a down-grade ticket to its everlasting finish.
